NEWS COMMENTATOR TO 
SPEAK AT FARM AND HOME 
BANQUET, ORONO, MARCH 28 

An analysis of seven leaders 
who have shaped the world will 
be given by veteran news com- 
mentator Paul Niven at the an- 
nual Farm and Honie Week ban- 
quet on the University of Maine 
tampua in Orona on Tuesday, 
March 29, 

Mr, Niven, who was with CBS 
for 18 years before joining the 
National Educational Television 
Network, will recount anecdotes 
and analyze the personalities of 
Presidents Johnson, Kennedy, Ei- 
senhower and Truman, Winston 
Churchill, Nikite Khrushehev, 
and former Vice President Nixon, 

Sharing the speaking program 
with Mr. Niven at the 6:90 p.m. 
banquet in the West Commons 
will be Gov. Kenneth M. Curtis 
and U. of M, President Edwin 
Young, 

A Brunwick native, Mr, Niven 
has covered the top news storles 
of the past two decades from the 
important news centers of the 
world: Washington, Moscoaw, 
London, Paris and Saigon. 

He covered the American tours 
of Sovict Premier Khruschey and 
Deputy Premiers Mikoyan and 
Kozlov. He Interviewed President 
Kennedy aboard his campaign 
plane; Nixon aboard a Soviet 
boat on a Siberian lake during 
his visit to Russia; and Khrus- 
chey at diplomatic receptions in 
Moscow. 

Niven once sat at the feet of 
Winston Churchill and conduct.
